' Noted Railroad Magnate Is Now In
| Los Angeles.

LOS ANGELES, March 13—E. H
Harriman and party are due to arrive
late today. With the party are Jul-
iug Kruttschnitt, vice-president and
 director of maintenance and opera-
tion of the Harriman lines. and Gen-
‘eral Superintendent H. V. Platt
| Hurrying from San Francisco to
meet Mr. Harriman for an import.
ant conference involving changes in
the management of the Harriman
lines and the New York Central and
Illinois Central, are E. E. Calvin,
general manager of the Southern Pa-
cific in San Francisco, J. T, Harahan
president of the Illinois Cemiral and
1. P. O'Brien, wice-president of the
Oregon Railroad & Navigation Com-
pany.

It has heen said that Mr. Calvin
is to leive the Southern Pacifie to
accept the general managership of
the Illinois Central and that O'Brien
will go from Portland to San Fran-
cisco to  succeed Calvin. Southern
Pacific officiale both here and in San
Francisco do nop eredit ‘this report
and point ont that it wonld be no
promotion for My, Calvin. It is not
denied that Mr. Calvin may go east,
But railroud men arer inclined to be-
fieve he will take the place vacated
by Harahan as president of the Illin-
ois Central should the last named go
with “the New York Central, as is
reported. Important  developments
and changes are expecled to result
irom the conference here.
